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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: with respect to claims 1 1 , 12, 14, 16, 18 and 20- 
these claims are draw to a "system for facilitatingthe delivery of a desired molecule into a cell". As such, the claims read on an aparatus 
that is capable of carrying out the steps indicated in the claim, which encompasses an electroporator such as the one used in the 
reference. With respect to the new matter rejection against claims 37-52, applicants argue that the have disclosed the broad range of 
100ms-20mins, and the limitation 1 10ms-20mins is within this range, therefore applicants contend it should not be new matter. This 
argument is not persuasive because applicants have effectively excluded 100-1 09ms from the range. Any negative limitation or 
exclusionary proviso must have basis in the original disclosure (see MPEP 2173.05(h)) . ^ 
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
